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THE    ORIGIN    AND    OBJECT    OF    THE    JESUITS. 

THE  Society  or  Order  of  the  Jesuits  was  INSTITUTED  at  Paris,  by 
IGNATIUS  LOYOLA,  in  the  early  part  of  the  Pteformation. — The  Founder 
was  a  Spanish  knight,  who  had  been  wounded,  in  1521,  in  the  siege  of 
Pampcluna — a  citadel  which  he  had  resolved  on  defending  with  his  usual 
impetuous  and  headstrong  rashness ; — and,  being  instigated  by  a  morbid 
craving  after  Notoriety,  he  became  the  victim  of  a  mingled  spirit  of  Am- 
bition, Fanaticism,  and  Superstition,  at  once  the  most  inexorable  of 
Tyrants  and  the  most  abject  of  Slaves. — About  this  time,  the  Church 
of  Rome  was  sustaining  great  injury  from  the  ignorance  and  profligacy 
of  her  Priesthood,  and,  the  heart  of  the  Papacy  being  alarmed  at  the 
giant  strides  of  the  Reformation,  Pope  Paul  III.  (after  some  Delay,  and 
not  without  fear  of  Danger,}  confirmed  this  newly-formed  Society,  in  1540, 
imder  the  title  of  '  The  Companions  of  Jesus,'  or,  as  in  common  phrase, 
'THE  JESUITS.' 

The  CONSTITUTION  of  this  Order  was,  and  still  remains,  MILITARY  : — 
its  GOVERNMENT  '^Monarchical,  the  supreme  authority  being  vested  in 
the  Grand  Master  or  General,  whose  power  is  absolute  ; — an- 
BERS,  who  enter  into  every  Profession,  are  sicorn  to  deny  that  they  belong 
to  it,  as  well  as  strictly  to  keep  secret  its  purposes, — while  they  themselves 
are  employed  to  work  them  out. 

The  HEAL  OBJECT  of  the  Society  is  TO  OVERTURN  EVERY  CON

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and  Wealthy  of  the  land,  so  as  to  confuse  their  minds  and  infatuate  them 
to  bring  about  CHANGES,  which  tend  to  their  own  Ruin  ;  and  effecting  all 
this  so  stealthily  and  so  treacherously,  as  not  to  excite  the  least  conscious- 
ness of  the  influence  under  which  their  unhappy  victims  are  acting.* 

ENGLISH    REFORMATION. 

ON  the  accession  of  Queen  Elizabeth  in  1558,  the  greatest  leniency  was 
exercised,  for  six  months,  towards  the  Clergy,  who  then  filled  the  English 
Benefices,  to  induce  them  to  abandon  the  Romish  Ritual ;  but  to  no  purpose. 

NOT    A    SINGLE    INSTANCE    OF    VOLUNTARY    CONFORMITY    OCCURRED. 

(See  Burnet's  Hist,  of  the  Reformation,  Vol.  3,  Part  I.,  Book  VI.)— But  a 
month  after,  when  Commissioners  were  sent  over  England  to  ENFORCE  Obe- 
dience to  the  Law,  by  the  re-establishment  of  the  Protestant  Prayer-Book, 
out  of  9,400  beneficed  Clergymen  in  England,  only  180,  or  thereabouts, 
left  their  Preferment — ALL  THE  REST  CONFORMED  TO  THE  QUEEN'S  IN- 
JUNCTIONS, AND  READ  THE  PROTESTANT  SERVICE  !  (Ibid.  Vol.  2,  Part  I. 

Book  III.) — This  strange  event  was  one  of  the  Plots  of  the  Jesuits.  The 
Papal  Clergy,  no  doubt,  obeyed  some  Secret  Order  from  Rome,  and  con- 
formed, IN  ONE  UNITED  BODY,  for  the  express  purpose  of  MULTIPLYING 
SECTS  AND  DIVISIONS  AMONG  PROTESTANTS  ! — Thus  was  the  Reformed 
English  Church,  in  the  days  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  distracted  by  various 
conflicts  among  upwards  of  NINE  THOUSAND  pledged  partizans  of  Rome, 
WITHIN  THE  PALE  OF  HER  SACRED  OFFICES  ;  f  aided  by  swarms  of  dis- 
pensed JESUITS,  from  WITHOUT,  under  the  garb  of  PURITAN  MINISTERS, 
exciting  Churchmen  against  Dissenters,  and  Dissenters  against  Church- 
men. J  (See  Strype's  Annals,  Vol.  1,  ch.  Hi.,  also  Life  of  Abp.  Parker, 
Book  III.  ch.  xiii.  xvi.) — And  not  only  were  the  deep-laid  stratagems  of 
the  Jesuits,  for  the  recovery  of  England  to  Rome,  developed  in  their  insi- 
dious workings  within  the  Church,  but  there  are  ample  documents  to 
testify  their  subtle  efforts  also  within  the  STATE,  co-extensive  with  England 
itself,  and  that  too  through  all  the  windings  of  social  order  down  to  the 
very  hearths  of  domestic  life  : — in  a  word,  the  continual  stream  of  JESUITS, 

*  The  "Secreta  Monita"  declare,  '  that  no  small  advantage  will  be  derived  from 
'  SECRETLY  and  SKILFULLY  fomenting  the  animosities  that  arise  among  the  great, 
'  in  order  to  reduce  their  strength,'  and  in  conformity  with  these  instructions,  the

(See  The  Record,  June  25,  1846.)— It  ought  not  to  be 
forgotten,  that  Satan,  in  different  ages  of  the  Church  of  God,  has  transformed  him- 
self into  various  shapes  (2  Cor.  xi.  13—15) ;  and  accordingly  as,  at  certain  seasons,  it 
might  best  serve  the  purpose  of  his  Emissaries — the  Jesuits — to  assume  the  garb  of 
the  English  Puritan,  so,  at  other  times,  their  end  may  be  best  advanced  by  assuming 
the  character  of  the  English  CHURCHMAN.— But  if  there  be  Jesuits  among  Churchmen 
(whether  lay  or  clerical)  « at  the  present  moment,'  they  are  surely  to  be  looked  for 
among  those  who  are  holding  Popish  Dogmas  and  adopting  Popish  Ceremonials — un- 
dermining the  Faith  of  some,  and  carrying  off  others  straight  to  Rome  ;  while  they 
themselves  calmly  behold  the  scene,  and  retain  unmoved  their  various  positions- 
denying  still  the  Papalizing  Tendency  of  their  own  Principles,  and  loudly  proclaim- 
ing their  attachment  to  the  Institutions  they  are  secretly  sapping  and  fast  bringing 
to  destruction.  (See  Tract  No.  11,  Second  Series—  The  Principles  of  the  Jesuits.)

^  The  Designs  of  the   Papists  for  the   Subversion  of  Protestantism   in 
England  were  continued  throughout  the  reigns  of  James  the  i-'ir<t  and  his 
unhappy  son  Charles,  the  successors  of  Queen  Elixab:  -th.  —  In  l»i« 
'  wicked  and  treasonable  Conspiracy,  for  blowing-up,  with  Gunpowc 
'King,  Queen,  Prince,  Lords,  and  Commons  in  the  House  of  Parliament, 
*  tending  to  the  subversion  of  the  whole  State,  was  undertaken   F! 
'INSTIGATION  OF  JESUITS;'!  —  and,   in  the  time  of  Charles  the 
Court-Intrigue  engaged  the  JESUITS  :  Abp.  Laud,  Bishop  Montague,  and 
others,  forming  an  ambitious  and  dangerous  Faction  in  the  Church,  consti- 
tuted an  essential  part  of  the  Conspiracy.  —  In  1634,  a  JESUIT,  named 
Gregorio  Pamani,  was  dispatched  from  the  Court  of  Rome  to  this  country, 
to  bring  about  a  Reconciliation  between  the  Churches  of  England  and 
Rome.  —  He  resided  in  England  three  or  four  years,  and  had  several  en- 
couraging interviews  with  the  King  and  Queen,  as  well  as  with  some  of 
the  Bishops  and  chief  Ministers  of  State  ;  J  and  about  this  time  ther< 
from  250  to  360  Jesuits  scattered  over  England,  CONCEALED  UNDER  A 
LAY-GARB,  and  combining  the  courteous  manners  of  Gentlemen  with  a  re- 
fined experience  of  mankind.  —  The  result  of  these  Intrigues  was  the  Decay 
of  Protestantism  in  England,  and  the  Conversion  of  multitudes  (particularly 
women  of  rank)  to  the  Romish  Faith.  —  THUS  it  was,  that  through  the  se- 
cret influence  of  the  JESUITS,  this  fearful  state  of  things  worked  on  its  way, 
from  bad  to  worse,  till  that  awful  crisis  speedily  arrived,  wherein  Primate 
and  Church-  —  MONARCH  and  MONARCHY  —  PERISHED  TOGETHER  !  § 

MODERN    TIMES. 

To  such  an  awful  extent  were  Animosities  and  Seditions  fomented  by 
the  Jesuits,  that  they  suffered  thirty-seven  Expulsions  from  various  States, 
and  in  1773  they  were  suppressed  by  Pope  Clement  XIV.,  at  the  earnest 
entreaty  of  Papal  Europe—'  to  prevent  Christians  (as  the  Bull  of  Suppres-

'  sion  expresses  it)  from  rising  and  massacreing  one  another ,  in  the  Bosom 
1  of  their  Common  Mother — THE  HOLY  CHURCH  !' — For  this  act  the  Pope 
was  himself  POISONED  the  very  next  year,  and  the  Jesuits,  notwithstanding 
their  Suppression,  were  still  determined  to  carry  on  the  work  of  '  beguiling 
*  the  nations  with  their  sorceries!'  Their  motto  was  'AGITATE — AGITATE 
' — DIVIDE  and  OVERTURN!' — And  the  History  of  France,  for  the  last 
sixty  years,  as  well  as  the  present  condition  of  Spain  and  Portugal  and 
other  Papal  States  on  the  continent  of  Europe — not  forgetting  that  of 
Ireland  itself — all  proclaim  a  loud  Voice  of  Warning  to  those  who  have 
either  '  Ears  to  hear,  or  Eyes  to  see  ! ' 

It  might  have  been  hoped  that  Protestant  England,  having  banished 
the  Jesuits  from  her  shores  for  Perfidy  and  Treason  in  1605,  would  have 
been  loath  to  have  again  fostered  them  within  her  borders ;  but,  alas  !  it 
was  not  so:  for  in  1795  TWELVE  JESUITS  (under  the  disguise  of  Gentlemen 
who  had  escaped  the  fury  of  the  French  Revolution)  established  themselves 
at  Stonyhurst,  near  Clitheroe,  in  Lancashire,  where  the  College  founded  by 
them  (now  capable  of  holding  four  or  five  hundred  students)  remains  to 
this  day,  sending  forth,  year  after  year,  men  of  intellect  and  talent,  well 
suited  to  work  out  the  crooked  policy  of  their  *  /Secret  Instructions  ;'  and 
to  fill  the  most  important  posts,  in  every  grade  of  society,  throughout  the 
British  Dominions — both  in  the  Army  and  in  the  Navy — in  the  Church 
and  in  the  State. — And  (in  addition  to  disguised  Jesuits  scattered  through 
the  land)  it  may  be  observed,  that  the  distinguishing  feature  of  the  times 
is,  THE  ADVANCE  OF  THE  PAPACY  IN  THIS  KINGDOM  ! — Fifty  years  ago 
there  were  only  thirty  Popish  Chapels  in  Great  Britain ;  there  are  now 
622  Churches  and  Chapels,  12  Catholic  Colleges,  34  Convents,  8  Monasteries, 
and  818  Missionary  Priests  ; — also,  in  1838,  the  Catholic  Institute  was  es- 
tablished (re-organized  1845)  FOR  THE  CONVERSION  OF  GREAT  BRITAIN 
TO  POPERY  ! ! 

SUCH  is  the  present  position  of  the  Church  of  Rome  in  ENGLAND  ;  and 
it  ought  not  to  be  forgotten,  that  the  JESUITS  are  now  carrying  on  their 
Intrigues,  under  HER  FULL  INFLUENCE; — inasmuch  as  in  1814,  Pope 
Pius  VII.  restored  this  Order,  as  a  matter  of  Political  Expediency. — It  is 
true,  there  is  reason  to  suspect,  that  the  Jesuits  and  the  general  body  of  the 
Papists  distrust  and  hate  each  other ;  but  their  connexion  lies  here : — 
POPERY  employs  the  Jesuits,  because,  without  their  polished  hypocrisy,  it 
cannot  overturn  Protestantism  ;  and  the  JESUITS  employ  Popery  as  a 
stepping-stone  to  their  own  Sovereignty. — But  the  ultimate  object  of  the 
Jesuits  is,  TO  PLANT  THE  STANDARD  OF  ATHEISM  ON  THE  RUINS  OF 

THAT    CORRUPTED    FORM    OF    CHRISTIANITY  ! 

CONCLUSION. 

That,  as  hundreds  of  JESUITS  were  employed  in  England,  in  bye-gone 
days,  to  bring  about  the  work  of  Desolation;  and  that  as  hundreds  of 
Jesuits  are  still  engaged  in  Ireland  and  other  countries,  for  the  purpose  of 
exciting  the  infatuated  populace  to  acts  of  Tumult,  Rebellion  and  Murder  : 
so  also  are  there  hundreds  of  JESUITS  at  work  in  England,  AT  THE  PRESENT 
MOMENT, — all  restless, — all  eager,  in  poisoning  the  Sources  of  information 
to  the  public  mind — in  sapping  the  foundation  of  National  Protestantism — 
infilling  our  Newspapers  and  Periodicals  with  anti-Protestant  arguments 
and  pro-Popish  falsehoods — preparing  every  day  new  mines,  and  hatching 
every  day  fresh  plots  against  the  great  Bulwarks  of  our  National  Zion ! ! 
BEWARE  OF  THE  JESUITS  ! ! ! 
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
